The prior art of record teaches the claimed invention substantially, but it fails to teach or 
suggest singly or in combination a system for recording user data on a record medium comprising the 
sequence of steps: (1) converting original data into encoded user data of a predetermined record 
code; (2) generating original error correcting code with respect to the encoded user data; (3) 
converting the error correcting code data into encoded correcting code data adapted to the 
predetermined record code; (4) writing data including the encoded record data and encoded error 
correcting code data on the record medium; (5) reading data from the record medium including the 
encoded record data and encoded error correcting code data; (6) inversely converting the read 
encoded error correcting code data into the original error correcting code data; (7) correcting an 
error with respect to the read encoded user data based on the original error correcting code data; and 
(8) decoding the encoded user data having errors which have been corrected by the error correction 
to the original user data as set forth in independent claims 1, 8, 9, 10, 13, 17, and 19. Claims 1-21 
are allowed because of the combination of additional limitations and the limitation listed above.
